IN  ADDITION  to  his  surgical 
^ practice  for  40  years,  he  has 
s served  as  professor  of  surgery 
' at  Northwestern.  Wisconsin  and 
**  Tulane  Universities  and  senior 
1 surgeon  at  Charity  Hospital  in 
j Louisiana. 

J Probably  the  nation’s  most 
articulate  writer  and  speaker  on 
lung  cancer,  he  has  written  more 


than  40  articles  and  is  co-edi- 
tor of  “Surgery,”  editor  of  “In- 
ternational Surgical  Digest,” 
surgical  editor  of  the  “Cyclo- 
pedia of  Medicine,”  associate  ed- 
itor of  “Lewis’s  Practice  of  Sur- 
gery,” and  “Diseases  of  the 
Chest.” 

ALSO  HE  IS  on  the  editorial 
board  of  “Cancer,”  “Quarterly 
Review  of  Surgery,”  “American 
Surgeon,”  and  10  other  medical 
journals. 

He  is  author  of  four  books,

GENEVA,  May  15  (UPI) — The  United  States  bowed  to 
British  pressure  today  and  agreed  to  begin  the’  14-nation 
conference  on  the  future  of  Laos  with  Communist  rebels 
seated  as  equals  with  two  other  delegations  from  that  em- 
battled Asian  kingdom. 

U.S.  officials  said  President  Kennedy  “reluctantly”  au- 
thorized Secretary  of  State  Dean  Rusk  to  go  along  on  this 
basis,  rather  than  “wreck”  the  conference  even  before  it  be- 
gins. 

BRITISH  FOREIGN  Secretary  Lord  Home  and  Soviet 
Foreign  Minister  Andrei  Gromyko,  the  conference  co-chair- 
men, planned  to  issue  a formal 


call  for  the  conference  follow- 
ing a lunchtime  meeting. 

But  the  United  States  was 
preparing  to  issue  a formal 
statement  that  its  decision  to 
enter  the  parley  with  the  Com- 
munist Pathet  Lao  and  Neutral- 
ist delegations  from  Laos  did 
not  mean  it  recognized  their 
right  to  be  there.  The  United 
States  recognizes  only  the  Royal 
Laotian  Government  group. 

THE  U.  S.  communique,  orig 
inally  scheduled  for  release  at 
1 p.m.  (8  a.m.  EDT),  was  delay- 
ed pending  the  outcome  of  the 
meeting  between  Home  and  Gro- 
myko. 

The  conference  will  get  un- 
derway with  a brief  formal  op- 
ening ceremony  tonight  or  to- 
morrow, U.  S.  officials  said, 
with  the  first  full-dress  work- 
ing session  set  for  later  in  the 
week — perhaps  on  Wednesday. 
A Western  spokesman  noted  that 
the  conference  is  being  held  up 
pending  approval  of  today’s  ar- 
rangements by  the  Royal  Lao- 
tian Government  in  Vientiane. 

U.  S.  SOURCES  said  plans 
now  are  to  have  Prince  Noro- 
dom Sihanouk,  Cambodian  head 
of  state,  who  originally  propos- 
ed the  14-nation  conference,  pre- 
side at  the  brief  formal  opening 
session. 

But  Sihanouk — who  first 

withdrew  his  support  for  the 
conference  and  then  changed  his 
mind  again  to  support  it — was 
in  Nice,  France,  today  on  his 
way  to  Geneva.  He  planned  to 
drive  to  Geneva  and  it  was  not 
expected  he  would  be  here  until 
sometime  tomorrow.

THIS  YEAR,  the  Syu  politi- 
cal science  department  has  pro- 
vided a bulletin  board  for  re- 
porters from  the  western  law- 
makers. The  bulletin  board  is 
situated  on  the  third  floor  of 
the  McKay  Bldg,  near  the  en- 
trance to  the  political  science 
offices. 

Dr.  Mark  Cannon,  chairman 
of  the  political  science  dept,  ex- 
plained that  since  all  of  the 
w'estern  states  are  well  repre- 
sented at  BYU,  the  department 
included  congressmen  from 
each  of  these  states  when  the 
reports  were  requested.
